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Science 


This year there was a lot of excitement in the science de- 
partment. Dr. Saunders joined the Norcom faculty, and to- 
gether the science teachers worked to plan the Magnet School 
Concept. The plans are under way to convert Norcom High 
School into a Magnet School for science and technology. 

In addition to faculty changes and anticipated curriculum 
changes, there was a change in the Oceanography program. 
Instead of recruiting students from all over the city, Mr. Borick 
only recruited Norcom students this year. These Oceanography 
students had the unique experience of going out to the field 
and collecting data on the Elizabeth River which would then 
be compared against data collected elsewhere from the Eli- 
zabeth River. From this data students could determine the 
origin of pollutants in the Elizabeth River. Pollution that is 
dumped into the Elizabeth River eventually makes its way to 
the Chesapeake Bay. Science teachers at Norcom taught the 
students the importance of reducing pollution in the Chesa- 
peake Bay, which is a nationwide concern. 

By planning labs and providing experience in the community, 
science teachers tried to provide a combination of practical 
experience and traditional teaching practices.
